Edward D. Self, General Manager of 
the Cassiar Central Ry.. was in Wran- 
gel for a few days this week, on his way 
to Victoria. To a representative of 
the JOURNAL Mr, Self stated that his 
company has a great many prospecting 
parties working near Dease Lake and 
in the country between Dense and Tes- 
lin, many of whom are sending in very 
flattering reports regarding the coun- 
try. Itis the purpose of the Cassiar 
Central Ry. to build a line from Glen- 
ora to Dease Lake in the spring, and 
surveys are now being made for a con- 
tinuation of the road from Dease to 
Teslin, making a through route to Tes- 
lin via Dease Lake.

Suicide at Telegraph Creek 

R. L. Stone, correspondent for the 
Chicago Record, arrived in Wrangel 
Tuesday, on the Monte Cristo, bringing 
word of the death by suicide of Gard- 
ner E. Richardson, of Battle Creek, 
Michigan, which occurred at Telegraph 
Creek, on August 31st’ The suicide is 
the direct result of hardships and pri- 
vations due to an attempt to reach the 
land of gold over the Ashcroft Trail. 
Mr. Stone made the JOURNAL a pleas- 
ant call and recited the facts ubout as 
follows: The party, known as ‘The 
Chicago Party”, consisting of G. E. 
Richardson, R. H. Mathews. H. W. 
Jones, S. T. Shaw and R, L. Stone, left 
Ashcroft the last of April, bound for 
Telegraph Creek. The journey to 
Quesnelle was accomplished without 
any difficulty, but after passing Ques- 
nelle, the trail was in poor condition 
and travel was slow. They managed, 
however, to push along slowly and 
Hazleton was reached July 4th. From 
Hazleton to Telegraph Creek the trail 
was in wretched condition, made worse 
by acontinual downpour of rain, and 
after untold hardship, the party reach- 
ed Telegraph on August 27th, complete- 
ly worn out in body and mind. The 
experience resulted, in the case of Mr, 
Richardson, in his becoming tempora- 
rily insane, in which condition he no
